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** IN their loweft fervitude and de- 
preflion, (fays Gibbon) the fubjecis of the 
Byzantuem Throne, were ftill pofleiled of 
a golden key that could untock the treaf- 
ures of antiquity—a mufical and prolific 
language, that gives a foul to the objeéts 
of fenfe, and a body to the abftra&ions ot 
philofophy. Since the barriers of the 
monarchy had been trampled under foot, 
the various barbarians had ddubtlefs cor- 
rupted the torm and fubftance of the na- 
tional diale&t.

On thefe oc- 
cafions, they are on horfeback, covered 
with a veil and encompaffed by their pa- 
rents, their hufbands or their fervants. 
The enthufiaftic eagernefs for the works 
of antient literature, which prevailed a- 
mong the revivers of learning, is almoft 
inconceivable. A Byzantine Ambaifa- 
dor, having prefented Petrarch witha co- 
py of Homer, he acknowledges the favor 
in the following eloquent n.anner : ** Your

tion, is worthy of yourfelf and me: you 
have tulfilled your promife and fatisfied 
my defire.

FROM ANECDOTES OF VOLTAIRE. 





Though Voltaire was a poet, anda great 
poet, he does not feem to have looked on 
poetry in fo importanta light as many of 
his brother bards. ‘* I know not, fays 
« the Abbe Trublet, what he really thinks 

of profe-and verfe, for I do not abfo- 
lutely rely on what he fays in his wri- 
© tings.” 

It is very certain, that, as foon as he 
began to Rudy the Newtonian philofophy, 
be confidered himle!lf much fuperior to 
Rouffeau, whoin he very unjritiy calls a 
paltry verfifier. ‘* Rouffean, faid he, def- 
* pifes me becaufe I fomciimes negleét 
‘‘ rhime, and I defpife him becaufe he 
** knows nothing but to rhime.”’ 


Pope having become a philofopher, or 


- 


being defirousto be thought one, has ex. 


preffed himfelt on the fubje& of poetry in 
much the farse manner as Voltaire. 
‘© Whenever I think ferioufly, I cannot 
but think thefe things very idle; asidie 
as if a beaft of burden fhould go on in 
gingling his bells, without bearing any 
thing valueble abont him, or ever fer- 
ving his mafler.” (Letterto Ed. Blount, 
1723:) 

Voltaire, indeed, could not pardon ver. 
fes which did not rife above mediocrity 
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etry truly excellent. He was lavith in 
eulogiums on Racine, and there jis no 
doubs but his praifes of that elegant and 
harmonious poet, the Virgil of France 
were really fincere. ; 


When he was afked to write a commen, 
tary on Racine, as he had done on Cornej}. 
le, ** What wou!'d you have me remark } 
‘© faidhe: I could only write at the bot. 
‘* tom ofevery page, exquifite! beautify]! 
‘* pathetic !”’ 

Voltaire looked on Racine as the model 
for poetical, and Mafil!on for profe writ. 
ers. Onthetable, near his bed, Athalie 
always lay by the fide of the Petzt-Careme, 


A young {cholar having one day {poken 
flightingly of Boileau and Racine, in the 
prefence of Voltaire, ‘* Softly, youn 
‘* man, faid he, John and Nicholas are 
‘* our matters; let us refpect them, and 
** endeavour to imitate their beauties.” 


The young man endeavouring to fupport 
what he had faid by quoting the opinion of 
an Academician, fufpefied of not much 
admiring thofe two great poets. ‘ Phhaw, 
replied Voltaire, his verfes are the high. 
‘** eft panegyric on theirs !”’
